80MK  INTERESTING  HOSPITAL  ITEMS 

In  the  lata  spring  or  early  summer  the  com- 
niencement  exercise*  for  the  gnduates  of  the 
Training  School  of  Nuraea  takea  place  In  the 
Baptlat  Memorial  HoepltaL  Thla  year  the  day 
waa  the  18th  of  May  and  the  place  the  Flrat 
Baptlat  church.  Dr.  W.  T.  Lowrey  of  Bine  Moon- 
tain  waa  the  speaker  of  the  occasion.  Everythin* 
passed  off  beautifully  and  21  young  women  re¬ 
ceived  diplomas.  The  president  of  the  class, 
It  is  worth  mention!**,  waa  Miss  Della  Miller] 
one  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Stewart's  Baptlat  Orphan  s 
Horn*  girls.  She  haa  acquitted  herself  with  such 
honor  that  her  class  mates  chose  hoe  aa  pres¬ 
ident.  ,  . 

On  June  6th,  the  hospital  pastor,  by  Invita¬ 
tion.  preached  the  sermon  la  connection  with 
the  graduating  exercises  of  the  Nurses'  Training 
School  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  of  Columbia.  S. 
C.  The  exercises  were  held  in  the  First  Baptist 
church  before  a  large  audience  of  the  friends 
of  the  young  women  and  of  the  hospital.  This 
institution,  under  the  management  of  Rev.  W. 
M.  Whiteside,  is  doing  a  fine  work  in  the  city 
■  and  state. 

Another  commencement  in  which  our  rriends 
will  be  interested  was  that  of  the  Medical  Col¬ 
lege  of  the  University  of  Tennessee,  located  next 
door  to  our  hospital,  and  from  which  internes 
are  taken  for  the  hospital.  The  commencement 
was  on  June  9th  this  year.  The  point  of  special 
interest  is  that  the  honor  man  of  the  class,  tak¬ 
ing  the  faculty  medal  and  the  other  good  things 
offered,  was  Dr.-  O.  O.  Haynes,  who  has  done 
first  class  work  In  the  hospital,  while  he  was 
getting  his  diploma  and  honors  of  the  college 
He  |s  the  eon  of  Rev.  J.  |C.  Haynes,  pastor  of 
Covington.  Va.,  Baptist  church.  It  is  a  matter 
of  record  that  the  honor  man  last  year  wos  one 
of  our  internes  and  a  full  fledged  Baptist  preach¬ 
er,  Rev.  Carman  James,  preparing  for  work  as 
a  medical  missionary.  ' 

The  East  of  the  hospital  Is  aprocahlng 
completion;  the  floors  up  to  the  seventh  are  al¬ 
most  ready  for  covering.  This  empasises  the  im¬ 
portance  of  more  nurses  in  training.  It  ia  hoped 
that  every  W.  M.  U.  president  to  whom  litera¬ 
ture  as  to  the  Training  school  Is  being  sent  will 
be  at  pains  to  distribute  It  and  take  upon  her¬ 
self  the  task  at  finding  at  least  one  young  wom¬ 
an  who  will  be  pleased  to  enter  upon  the  noble 
work  of  the  trained  nurse. 

A  considerable  number  of  nnrses  are  now  com¬ 
ing  in  and  the  hoapttal  Is  making  them  comfort¬ 
able  until  the  new  home  for  nnrses  Is  finished. 

To  this  end  the  large  lecture  room  where  the 
pra/ei  meetings  have  been  held,  will  be  used 
as  a  dormitory  and  the  prayer  meeting  will  go 
out  on  the  oast  lawn  during  the  warm  weather.

I’ntll  a  door  is  opened  to  us  In  that  distracted 
country.  It  is  altogether  possible  for  the  Rus¬ 
sians  to  flock  to  Baptist  churches  by  thousands 
when  a  stable  government  la  established  and 
they  are  free  to  worship  God  es  they  choose,  It 
Is  eo  Idle  dream  to  thlek  of  a  time  whea  Bap¬ 
tist*  wfH  be  as  great  a  farce  Is  Resets  aa  they 


ere  la  the  boned*  ef  the  Souther*  Baptist  Coe* 
veetloe  territory. 

Thors  is  a  greet  sentiment  for  carrying  oe 
mission  work  in  the  land  of  our  Savior — Pales¬ 
tine.  Before  long  yon  may  bear  of  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  some  qualified  brother  to  go  to  Jeru¬ 
salem  and  take  charge  of  this  work.  The  money 
is  already  offered  by  a  man  not  a  Baptist  sad 
not  living  in  the  South  to  carry  an  this  work. 
Cod's  hand  seems  to  be  In  ft. 

The  way  is  not  open  for  us  lo  do  mleettm 
work  In  Central  Europe,  but  In  God's  time  R 
will  be,  and  we  plan  to  be  ready. 

-  Most  of  the  missionaries  appointed  ere  te  be 
'■  sent  to  Chlea,  our  largest  and  moat  important 
mission  field.  They  are  2#  in  number.  Bro. 
Kvason  and  hi*  wife  of  Tunica,  Miss.,  and  young 
brother  Leevell  of  Oxford.  Mias.,  are  the  Miaais- 
slppiaes  1  recall  to  go  to  China.  I  congratulate 
them  upon  the  noble  task  assigned  them. 

Taken  as'  a  who!*,  1  think  the  missionaries 
recently  appointed  are  ennsuelly  well  eqetpped. 
They  will  measure  most  favorably  with  any 
other  company  of  missionaries  the  Board  over 
sent  ont. 

The  examination  of  these  missionaries,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  e  few  words  from  each  ef  them,  wee 
something  not  soon  to  be  forgotten  by  any 
one  present.  We  are  meaning  to  send  consecrat¬ 
ed  men  and  women  who  are  Baptists  end  who 
will  line  themselves  up  with  the  policies  of  thla 
Board.  We  have  had  some  little  trouble  on  this 
line  but  our  annoyances  ere  feat  decreasing. 

We  bad  two  appllcsnts  dressed  In  the  uni¬ 
form  of  the  U.  8.  government — on*  from  the 
army  and  one  from  the  navy.  I  talked  with  the 
one  from  the  army.  He  was  over  eix  feet  In 
height  and  weights  18#  pounds — a  flee  speci¬ 
men  of  physical  manhood.

He  gives  up  e  Job 
paying  him  about  #180.00  per  month  for  one 
paying  him  about  (86.00.  The  same  thing  I* 
practically  true  of  many  of  these  new  mission¬ 
aries.  I  call  this  a  mark  of  consecration.  And 
yet  this  young  officer  told  me  he  was  never  so 
happy  In  bis  life.  One  candidate  spoke  of  hie 
happiness  In  giving,  and  then  said:  **!  am  worry 
far  yeti  who  are  not  eoing."  Many  eyes,  insr- 
enstomed  to  weep,  shed  tears  aa  the  mission¬ 
aries  one  by  one  spoke  a  few  words.  This  waa 
one  of  the  tenderest  meetings  I  was  ever  In. 
We  were  oa  the  mountain  top — But  enough!

one  need  baa  become  manifest  and  a  situation 
is  facing  us  which  will  require  good  sense  and 
consecrated  money  to  meet.  Our  refernce  is  to 
the  distressing  situation  in  our  education  work. 
It  is  distressing  only  because  of  its  present  suc¬ 
cess  and  God's  favor  upon  it  In  the  past.  Our 
schools  hare  grown  In  attendance  and  have  so 
improved  their  standards  till  we  face  a  present 
emergency  In  denominational  education. 

■Mississippi  College  has  strengthened  its  facul¬ 
ty  and  has  undertaken  to  give  the  men  who  teach 
something  like  adequate  compensation.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  these  things,  and  need  of  physical 
equipment  we  are  facing  a  deficit  in  current  ex¬ 
penses.  for  which  there-is  no  immediate  relief  In 
the  75  Million  campaign.  The  General  Education 
Board  of  New  York,  seeing  this  situation. 


sense  that  he  knows  more  than  the  average  man 
whom  he  mets.  A  man  may  pasa  for  “educated” 
in  his  own  community  who  would  make  a  poor 
show  In  some  other,  more  enlightened  locality 
Just  as  a  man  counted  rich  at  Cross  Roads  would 
be  reckoned  poor  In  New  York.  Hence  it  becomes 
us  all  to  speak  modestly  about  Ignorant  people. 

The  other  difficulty  encountered  in  talking 
about  Ignorance  is  the  well  known  fact  that  the 
more  ignorant  a  man  Is  the  more  sensitive  he  Is 
likely  to  be  on  that  subject.  It  Is  a  painful  sub¬ 
ject  to  most  of  us  and  anyj-eference  to  It  Is  like¬ 
ly  to  find  a  very  sore  spot  and  show  that  we 
are  exceedingly  “touchy."  So  when  you  got  to 
talking  about  our  ignorance,  you  will  have  to 
walk  circumspectly.  A  peculiar  thing  about  us 
is  that  while  we  are  perfectly  willing  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  our  Ignorance  and  deplore  it.  de  won’t  al¬ 
low  other  people  the  privilege  of  making  re¬ 
marks  about  Jt  Just  as  a  man  might  stick  his 
own  finger  In  his  mouth,  but  resent  the  effort 
of  somebody  else  to  insert  his  digit  between  our 
lips. 

In  spite  of  the  above  handicaps,  yea  even  be¬ 
cause  of  them  we  wish  to  call  attention  to  the 
curse  of  ignorance  as  the  hot-bed  of  other 
troubles.  It  is  said  that  Bolshevik  Russia  has  a 
75  pereent  of  illiteracy.  Illiteracy  is  related  to 
bolshevism  as  cause  to  effect;  or  Illiteracy  is 
the  fertile  seed  bed  in  which  political  unrest  and 
economic  radicalism  find  greatest  reception  and 
rankest  growth.  The  same  situation  obtains  in 
Southern  Italy.  In  that  part  of  the  country  the 
percentage  of  illiteracy  reaches  76  percent;  and 
here  the  country  has  the  largest  part  of  Its  crim¬ 
inals  and  the  chief  economic  unrest. 

But  why  go  across  the  water.  Here  at  our  own 
door  the  condition  of  Mexico,  the  seat  of  trouble 
‘domestic  and  international  for  many  years.  Is 
to  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  limited  knowledge 
of  these  people.  They  are  easily  led  and  more 
easily  misted  by  anybody  who  promises  them  the 
Impossible  and  works  upon  their  prejudices. 
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prom¬ 
ises  some  measure  of  relief,  but  they  cannot  be 
expected  to  supply  it  all.  To  whom  shall  wo 
look? 

Our  two  colleges  for  young  women,  the 
Woman's  College  at  Hattiesburg  and  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain  College,  last  year  refused  *00  young  women 
who  wished  to  enter,  because  there  was  uot  room 
for  them.  It  was  hoped  this  limitation  would  be 
removed  by  the  campaign.  What  is  our  surprise 
when  we  wake  to  leans  that  one  of  them  will 
require  every  cent  coming  to  it  from  the  cam¬ 
paign  to  pay  for  the  new  dormitories  recently 
built,  and  there  is  no  more  money  in  sight  to 
provide  for  those  who  bad  to  be  turned  away  for 
lack  o*  room.  Where  are  all  these  girls  going? 
Shall  Baptist  people  lose  the  best  opportunity  a 
people  ever  bad  for  training  our  young  women 
for  service  In  the  home  and  in  the  kingdom  of 
God?

IGNORANC®,  TMK  HOT  BED  OF  TROUBLE 
There  are  two  difficulties  one  encounters  in 
talking  about  Ignoraa'ce.  In  the  first  place  It  is  so 
universal  that  you  hit  it  which  ever  way  you 
shoot,  even  when  one  turns  bis  gun  on  himself; 
or  rather  he  shoota  himself  when  be  aims  at 
ignorance.  Ignorance  and  knowledge  are  only 
relative  terms.  A  man  Is  ignorant,  no  matter 
how  much  he  knows,  when  other  people,  or  the 
average  of  them,  know  more  than  be  does.  Those 
who  have  knowledge,  or  education,  only  “know 
In  part.”  for  there  is  vastly  more  in  the  undis- 
eovered  fle!d  than  in  that  which  they  have  al¬ 
ready  traversed.  A  man  la  educated  only  In  the

Here  Is  another  one  those  passages  whose 
change  o f  translation  In  the  Revised  Version  Is 
it  vexation  trf  sluggish  minds.  II  these  •  changes 
served  no  other  purpose,  they  will  at  least  stir 
up  some  people  to  do  a  little  thinking  which 
they  might  never  do  otherwise.  They  act  as  the 
Indian's  goad  to  the'e'ephant,  they  make  him 
grunt,  but  they  also  make  him  move.  Did  you 
never  liear  some  reader  or  listener  to  the  Revised 
Version  ask  In  a  querulous  voice,  "Now  I  won- 
Jer  why  they  had  to  go  and  change  that?"  At 
least  It  has  made  him  wake  up  and  ask  a  ques¬ 
tion,  and  you  will  never  become  acquisitive  until 
you  become  inquisitive.  You  have  to  prize  a 
man's  head  open  before  you  can  get  anything 
ihto  It.  Interrogation  points  are  good  things  to 
go  fishing  with,  fonr  ideas. 

But  getting  down  to  our  knitting:  If  you  read 
the  old  version  you  will  find  in  11  Corinthians 
2:14,  "Now  thanks  be  unto  God  who  always 
causes  us  to  triumph  in  Christ.”  That  sounds 
like  a  mighty  fine  saying,  what  some  brethren 
should  call  'challenging,"  such  heroic  expression 
of  confidence,  such  an  assurance  of  success  under 
any  difficulties.  Not  a  few  have  been  caught  up 
with  it  and  carried  away  into  a  great  sermon, 
great  in  every  thing  perhaps  except  one  and  that 
if  it  is  an  utter  misinterpretation  of  the  scripture 
fur  which  the  old  version  must  be  held  responsi¬ 
ble.  That  Is  a  right  serious  deficit  for  the  hunt¬ 
er  in  this  case  is  on  a  false  trail. 

Paul  is  not  talking  about  his  success  but 
about  the  success  of  Christ.  The  translation  of 
the  American  Revisers  will  make  it  plain,  if  we 
are  willing  for  it  to  soak  in.  This  is  what  Paul 
says:  "Thanks  be  unto  God,  who  always  leadeth 
Us  in  triumph  In  Christ,  and  maketh  manifest 
through  us  the  savor  of  bis  knowledge  in  every 
place.”  It  is  a  figure  of  speech  familiar  In  Paul's 
day  and  striking.  Here  it  Is,  the  Romans  were 
great  warriors  and  successful  conquerors.  They 
had  practically  subdued  the  known  world  to  their 
rule.  They  did  it  by  conquest.  The  general  be¬ 
came  the  emperor,  the  imperator.  His  success 
ib  arms  made  him  the  object  of  the  people's 
adoration.  Three  continents  had  throbbed  to  the 
tregd  of  tbelr  conquering  hosts.  Always  when 
they  bad  subdued  a  new  nation,  the  Imperator 
was  given  a  royal  reception  upon  his  return  to 
Rome.  To  adorn  his  triumph  and  demonstrate 
bis  victory  he  would  bring  (he  leader  of  the 
opposing  nation  or  army  back  with  him  to  Rome, 
chained  a  victim  to  his  chariot  wheels.  In  this 
way  his  success  was  acclaimed. 

This  position  of  the  captive  led  at  the  chariot 
of  the  conqueror  is  exactly  the  position  in  which 
Paul  describes  himself.  His  first  readers  would 
have  no  difficulty  in  understanding  it.  The  Son 
of  God  had  gone  forth  to  war,  conquering  and  to 
conquer.  The  first  place  of  his  triumph  must  be 
there  in  Jerusalem.  In ‘this  territory  the  mdst 
formidable  and  bitter  antagonist  of  the  gospel 
was  Paul  of  Tarsus.  He  was  brilliant,  highly 
trained,  influential,  learned!  ambitious  snd  bit¬ 
ter.  He  did  “many  thing  contrary  to  the  name 
of  Jesus  of  Nazareth."  He  says  of  himself  snd 
his  attitude  toward  Christians:  “And  punishing 
oft  in  all  the  synagogues,  I  strove  to  make  them 
blaspheme;  and  being  exceedingly  mad  against 
them,  1  persecuted  them  even  into  foreign 
cities." 

But  Jesus  struck  him  down  by  the  brightness 
of  his  presence,  turned  this  mad  persecutor  into 
his  obedient  servant,  chained  him  to  his  chariot 
wheel  and  drove  back  into  Jerusalem  with  him 
as  the  trophy  of  his  bower  and  grace.  And  not 
only  in  Jerusalem  but  everywhere  there  were 
Jewish  synogogues  and  people,  be  openly  exhibit¬ 
ed  Paul  as  one  subdued  to  his  will  and  adorning 
his  triumphal  procession.  Of  course,  there  is  no 
sullenneas  here  on  Paul's  part,  no  shame  at  being 
overcome.  He  rejoices  In  being  the  captive  of 
Christ.  He  wants  to  be  exhibited  as  the  trophy 
of  the  gospel.  He  says,  "Thanks  be  unto  God 
who  always  leadeth  ns  in  triumph,  and  maketh 
known  through  us. the  savor  of  his  knowledge  in 
every  place.-  There  could  be  no  more  signal  man- 
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lfeetatlon  of  the  power  of  Christ,  no  surer  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  surpassing  grace  of  God  than 
saving  Paul.  He  sayn  "For  this  cause  I  obtain¬ 
ed  mercy  that  in  me  hs  chief  might  Jesus  Christ 
show  forth  all  Ills  long  suffering  for  an  example 
of  (hem  (hat  should  thereafter  believe  on  him 
unto  eternal  life'1  Hs  concludes  with  the  shout, 
"Now  unto  the  King  Sternal,  immortal,  invisible, 
the  Only  God,  be  hopor  and  glory  forever  and 
ever.  Amen.”  I 

It  seems  to  me  the  Revised  Version  Is  worth 
all  the  work  and  cost  if  it  had  only  redeemed 
that  one  passage  in  Second  Corinthians  from 
mistranslation  and  obscurity.  Would  that  we 
might  all  Join  thia  early  convert  to  the  Lord  ip 
thanking  him  that  tys  leads  us  In  triumph  at 
His  chariot  wheels.  I

“I  cannot  conclude  this  rambling  utterance 
without  expressing  m^-  profound  distress  at  the 
plight  in  which  our  Senate's  failure  to  ratify  the 
treaty  of  Versailles  has  involved  us.  That  treaty. 
Imperfect  as  it  was,  Seemed  to  me  the  greatest 
forward  step  ever  taken  toward  the  peace  of  the 
( world.  It  was  our  duty  to  n-atlfy  it  at  once  and 
without  reservations.  Aa  In  the  adoption  of  our 
notional  constitution,  all  that  could  have  been 
gained  by  rese-vation»  might  have  been  aecured 
after  ratification,  by  the  good  will  of  the  constit¬ 
uent  members.  Delay  has  only  plunged  the  world 
again  in  chaos  apd  has  made  possible  a  renewal 
of  war  on  a  yet  larger  scale.  We  cannot  keep  out 
ot  entaglements  longer  or  say  that  foreign  com¬ 
plications  do  not  concern  us.  Little  Serbia  baa 
shown  us  that  wa  belong  to  universal  humanity 
and  that  we  must  take  our  shsre  of  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  the  government  of  the  world.  But  I  see 
no  permanent  guarantee  for  peace  apart  from 
the  spirit  of  Christ.  He  alone  who  broke  down 
the  middle  wall  of  partition  between  Jew  and 
Gentile  is  our  peace,  Individually  or  as  citizena 
of  the  world.  The  treaty  originated  In  a  deep 
desire  to  make  future  wars  impossible.  Delay 
on  our  part  to  ratify  it  has  put  civilisation  back , 
.for  a  score  of  yadrs.  Let  us  pray  that  this  delay 
may  cease  through  a  new  eptraace  of  Christ  into 
the  counsels  of  our  senator*  nod  a  new  trast  la 
the  good  will  of  our  allies.  Sach  a  new  and  spirit¬ 
ual  coming  of  Christ  may  be  the  beginning  of  the 
true  millennium,  the  precursor  of  the  time  when 
Christ  shall  literally  and  visibly  appear  and 
when  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue 
confeea  that  he  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God,  the 
Father. 


Against  the  background  of  this  depressing  ad¬ 
vice  'not  to  rejoice  too  much"  there  was  one 
scene  in  the  Convention,  so  simple,  so  sincere 
and  so  appropriate  that  every  one  who  saw  It 
fait  Ita  moving  eloquence.  The  consideration  of 
the  75  Million  Campaign  report  was  about  to 
close  when  an  aged  brother  got  the  floor.  He 
was  a  man  past  sevegty.  He  was  humbly  dress¬ 
ed.  snd  this  writer  never  before  aaw  him,  nor 
does  he  know  his  name.  We  suppose  ft  was  the 
first  time  he  ever  addressed  the  body.  He  spoke 
now  because  he  could  not  remain  silent.  He 
spoke  a  few  simple  words  about  the  struggle#  of 
a  long  past  that  had  been  beset  with  difficulties 
and  seemingly  with  small  sacceas.  And  with  over- 
flowtng  heart  he  cried  "I  am  glad  to  see  this 
day."  He  could  scarcely  control  hit  utterances 
or  bis  feelings,  and  aelzing'Dr.  Oambrell'a  hand, 
and  out  of  a  heart  as  profoundly  thankful  to 
God  as  any  that  aver  received  mercy,  he  cried 
"Glory,  glory,  glory."  He  voiced  the  feeling*  of 
the  whole  conventio^,  and  almost  every  man 
present  answered  with  a  hearty  amen.  It  was 
this  humble  brother  rather  than  say  of  our  groat 
leader*,  who  gave  the  traeat  expression  to  the 
deepest  feelings  of  the  tionvention  ia  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  marvelous  outpouring  of  God's  gracs 
in  the  great  campaign —Baptist  Courier.

ever  be  the  first  port  within  the  territory  of  this 
convention.  It  Is  the  gateway  of  the  South  to 
the  world,  and  of  the  world  to  the  South.  Ship 
lines  run  from  here  to  every  port  on  earth,  There 
ere  eleven  railroad  lines  extending  Into  every 
section  of  the  country.  These  facts  show  the  Im¬ 
portance  of  Christianity  In  thla  city,  and  Its 
opportunity  to  Influence  human  life  as  ll  passes 
through  Its  gateways  and  streams  forth  Into  alt 
lands  In  Its  ever-widening  sweep. 

New  Orleans  Is  at  present  the  greatest  med¬ 
ical  canter  of  the  South,  nuleas  we  ahall  except 
Baltimore.  There  are  over  400  medical  students 
In  training  In  medical  college*  of  the  cltjr,  and 
880  physicians  taking  postgraduate  work  there, 
or  a  total  of  more  than  780.  These  students 
come  from  every  state  In  the  Union,  from  Cuba, 
Mexico.  Central  America,  Panama,  and  Northern 
South  America. 

The  Instltntlona  of  New  Orleans  now  provide 
1,864  hospital  beds.  Tha  city  needs  hoapllal  fa¬ 
cilities  of  not  lea*  than  4,004  bed*  or  2,500  more 
than  tt  now  has,  for  It  to  be  adequately  supplied, 
or  have  a  rupply  la  keeping  with  other 
cities  in  its  class,  such  aa  Cincinnati,  Minaea- 
potla,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  others.  This  wlth- 
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ont  reference  to  the  vast  territory  aad.tbe  lit. 
erally  millions  of  people  Who  look  to  New  Or¬ 
leane  for  medical  and  hospital  facilities.  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  patients  come  from  the  Central  Amer¬ 
ican  States  to  New  Orleans  for  hospital  treat¬ 
ment,  yet  the  city  It  not  prepared  to  meet  and 
aapply  this  great  demand.  It  Is  estimated  that 
from  thirty  to  fifty  applicants  per  day  are  turn¬ 
ed  away  because  of  this  lack  of  hospital  accom¬ 
modations.  Surely  this  Is  the  golden  hour  of  op¬ 
portunity  for  Baptiets  to  enter  In  and  possess  tbs 
field,  and  through  a  Christian  hospital  ministry 
serve  and  bless  thousandth  of  other  lands  that 
thua  come  and  go,  the  375,400  foreigners  who 
reside  in  the  city,  the  Immense  foreign  popula¬ 
tion  In  the  country  contiguous  to  New  drleans, 
aa  well  as  her  own  American  popuatlon. 

Aa  an  evangelistic  proposition  U  Is  doubtful 
If  any  sanitarium  In  Amtrlca  would  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  equal  to  a  great  Baptist  hospital  In 
thla  city.  Of  the  1.654  hospital  beds  In  New  Or¬ 
leans  all  but  80  are  at  present  under  non-Pro¬ 
testant  and  non-Baptlat  control.  Shall  the  Bap- 
Data,  the  great  dominant  denomination  of  tbs 
Southland,  permit  this  condition  to  longer  con¬ 
tinue  In  thla,  which,  In  many  respect*  is  the 
greatest  of  our  Southern  cites? 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  other* 
equally  aa  convincing,  but  too  numerous  to  reclt, 
and  In  view  of  the  Inability  of  the  Baptists  of 
Louisiana  and  New  Orleans  to  build  such  an  In¬ 
stitution,  your  committee  recommends  that  the 
construction  of  a  Baptist  hospital  In  the  City 
of  New  Orleans  be  referred  to  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  with  the  request  that  this  board  take 
under  consideration  the  proposed  enterprise,  and 
If  it  be  found  feasible,  proceed  with  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Institution;  provided,  that  the 
Board  shall  receive  sufficient  encouragement 
from  the  Baptists  of  New  Orleans  and  Louisiana, 
and  from  the  business  Interests  of  New  Orleans. 
It  is  to  be  understood,  of  course,  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  hospital  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  and  ahall  be  under  its  direction. 

Your  committee  fully  recognizes  that  unusual 
burdens  have  been  placed  upon  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  by  our  new  and  enlarged  program. 
Since  the  Church  Building  and  Loan  Fund  baa 
been  Included  in  thla  Board's  proportion  of  the 
76  Million  Fund:  since  the  adjustments  that 
have  been  made  In  reference  to  our  seminaries, 
and  because  of  certain  other  adjustments,  the 
current  fund  of  the  Home  Board  for  the  five 
year  period  has  been  reduced  to  practically  ten 
million  dollars,  but  we  feel  that  this  Board  Is 
the  logical  agency  to  undertake  and  to  carry  to 
a  glorious  consummation  this  Important  enter¬ 
prise.  With  confidence  In  the  great  business  wis¬ 
dom  of  Its  personnel  and  unflaterlng  leadership, 
and  with  this  Convention  backing  It  in  its  added 
burdens  and  enlarged  responsibilities,  we  com¬ 
mit  Into  Its  hands  this  new  and  glorloua  task.

WHY  NOT  A  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  MEDICAL 
COLLEGE? 

(By  Thurman  D.  KltCbln,  ft.  D.) 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  commit¬ 
ted  ttaelf  to  the  plan  of  bnlldtng  a  great  hospital. 
The  chief  Hem  of  expense  In  a  school  tp  give  tha 
last  two  years  of  the  medical  course  I*  the  equip¬ 
ment  and  maintenance  of  an  amp'e  hospital. 
Tharefore,  I  urge  Southern  Baptists  to  form.  In 
connection  with  this  hospital,  a  acbool  of  medl- 
elne.  The  additional  expense  would  be  almost 
negligible.  The  game  physicians  and-  surgeon* 
who  treat  the  patients  In  the  hoapital  would  alto 
teach  the  branches  in  which  they  are  specialists, 
and  there  wonld  be  no  extra  charge  for  this 
teaching.  Thla  la  the  usual  plan  for  the  tsachlng 
of  this  part  of  the  course  In  the  great  medical 
Institutions.  It  would  be  mutually  helpful  to  both 
the  teacher  and  the  patient.  The  stimulus  of 
teaching  tha  young  doctors  would  Insure  the 
best  treatment  to  the  patients,  and  the  constant 
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hospital  practice  would  Insure  sound  and  prac¬ 
tical  teaching.  This  Idea  is  thoroughly  practical, 
and  there  is  no  logical  reason  why  lu  should  not 
be  carried  out.' 

Such  a  school  would  supplement  the  course  In 
the  first  two  years  of  medicine  already  given  by 
many  of  our  colleges,  and  would  encourage 
others  of  our  Baptist  colleges  to  Institute  a 
two-yeer  course  leading  up  to  this  final  two 
years  of  medicine.  U  fits  exactly  with  our  gen¬ 
era!  plan  bf  education. 

Again,  this  would  enable  our  young  men  to 
take  their  entire  course  of  medicine  under  con¬ 
ditions  similar  to  the  conditions  under  which 
they  now  can  take  only  half.  And  there  can  be 
no  doabt  that  this  Is  desirable. 

-  The  medical  student  usually  begins  his  course 
during  the  formative  period  of  his  lit*  and  char¬ 
acter.  It  is  my  firm  convicltion  that,  of  all  stu¬ 
dents  on  earth,  the  medical  studeat  needs  to 
take  hia  course  in  a  Christian  atmosphere  and 
where  Christian  ideals  are  held  before  him 
daily.  And  if  any  man  needs  as  his  guide  In  his 
dally  life  and  work  the  life  and  teaching  of 
Christ.  It  Is  the  physkian.  For  my  own  part,  I 
would  be  as  anxious  for  pay  family  doctor  to  be 
such  a  man  as  I  wou’d  for  my  pastor  to  be  of  that 
type,  la  fact,  1  think  X  could  protect  myself 
better  from  the  unsound  doctrine  handed  me 
from  the  pulpit.  .  j 

We  all  agree  that  it  Is  of  distinct  advantage  to 
our  medical  students  to  'take  tha  first  half  of 
their  course  under  conditions  such  as  exist  at 
Woke  Forest  College,  and  If  thla  be  true,  why 
would  it  not  be  of  advantage  to  complete  the 
course  under  similar  conditions?  (Of  course, 

I  resile  that  for  thla  scheme  to  be  carried  out, 
the  hospital  and  associated  school  must  be  lo¬ 
cated  In  one  of  our  large  Southern  cities.  But  the 
same  ideals  that  permeate  our  colleges  can  be 
created  wherever  the  location  might  be.) 

Furthermore,  if  the  present  tendency  In  medi¬ 
cal  education  Is  not  checked,  the  time  Is  not 
far  off  when  none  but  the  rich  can  study  medi¬ 
cine.  These  will  naturally  seek  the  cities,  and 
our  rural  dlslricts'and  small  towns  will  be  with¬ 
out  that  great  asset — the  raithful  and  efficient 
family  physician. 

I  do  not  mean  to  compromise  the  scientific 
standards  in  medicine  In  the  least  Can  we  not 
empbai.sle  the  humanltarlan'and  Christian  side 
of  medicine  without  compromising  the  scientific 
side?  The  two  are  -not  incompatible,  but  on  the 
contrary  are  naturally  associated,  each  making 
the  other  stronger.  I  remind  you  that  the  first 
Physician  was  all  Christian.  And  I  believe  today 
that  if  a  physician  meets  the  full  measure  of  his 
opportunity,  he  must  be  first  a  Christian  man  » 
and  thena  scientific  man.  To  have  such  a  type 
of  physician  will  be  a  distinct  advantage  to  the 
communities  they  serve,  while  at  the  same  time 
*  it  will  strengthen  the  Baptist  position  in  the 
South.

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  constat  of 
twelve  members,  two  from  each  district  to  be 
chosen  from  the  delegates  who  are  present  at 
tlie  annual  meeting  from  their  respective  dis¬ 
tricts.  This  does  not  debar  the  parliamentary 
privilege  of  nominating  from  the  floor  after  the 
committee  report  has  been  presented.

Second — It  shall  further  be  Its  duty  to  nomi¬

Such  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  must  be  presented  on  the  first 
day  of  the  annual  W.  M.  U.  meeting,  action 
on  tame  being  deferred  until  a  subsequent  meet¬ 
ing.
